The independent claims disclose in part converting a first image to a second 

image. The steps include adding noise above a Nyquist frequency in an intermediate 

image and using a filter to enhance the intermediate image. 

The above features, as explicitly recited, and in combination with the other 

elements of the claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the nearest prior art of the 

record. 

In addition the previous prior art of record, Greivenkamp, Jr. et al. (6341 181) also 
fails to disclose the specifics of the independent claims.
